African  Marigolds. — These  require  a  somewhat  dif¬ 
ferent  treatment  from  that  of  the  French  Marigolds. 
The  seed  may  be  sown  in  heat  about  the  same  time, 
and  the  plants  pricked  off  into  a  good  rich  compost. 
Care  must  be  taken  that  they  do  not  suffer  from  want 
of  water,  as  when  the  roots  become  matted  on  the  sur¬ 
face  they  are  apt  to  cheat  the  cultivator,  the  soil  on  the 
top  appearing  damp  after  watering,  while  it  may  be 
dust  dry  beneath.  Harden  off,  and  plant  out  about  the 
end  of  May,  or  in  June,  in  well-prepared  and  rich  soil, 
15  inches  apart.  The  after-treatment  should  be  some¬ 
what  liberal  till  the  bloom  buds  appear,  when  it  may 
be  moderate.  The  great  point  is  to  secure  strong, 
healthy  plants  which  may  be  expected  to  produce  large, 
fine  blooms.  If  exhibition  blooms  are  desired  not  more 
than  four  branches  should  be  allowed  on  each  plant, 
and  only  one  bloom  on  each  branch.

Dahlias  are  really  coming  into 
their  own;  more  and  more  are  they 
recognized  as  being  among  the 
most  showy  of  all  garden  flowers, 
largely  due  to  the  introductions  of 
so  many  fine  sorts  during  the  past 
few  years.  Every  country  florist 
should  get  acquainted  with  the  lat- 
<  est  kinds,  have  a  nice  display  of 
them  on  his  own  grounds.  If  he 
will  push  the  sale  of  tubers  and 
small  plants  during  the  Spring  it 
will  pay  him  far  better  than  what 
he  will  make  by  selling  the  flowers. 
Without  doubt  there  will  be  a  great 
demand  for  plants  and  tubers  next 
Spring,  so  get  ready  now.  Make 
note  of  the  good  sorts  you  will 
want  and  go  over  what  you  have, 
labeling  them  properly,  and  weed 
out  the  poor  ones  that  are  not 
worth  carrying.  A  dozen  or  18  real 
good  ones,  headed  by  Jersey’s 
Beauty  means  more  than  50  doubt¬ 
ful  kinds.  To  insure  a  bigger  and 
better  1929  Spring  bedding  busi¬ 
ness,  become  interested  in  Dahlias 
and  thereby  keep  in  step  with  the 
times.

The  Culture  of  the  Dahlia 

The  Dahlia  thrives  in  an  open, 
sunny  location,  though  they  will 
succeed  in  partial  shade  in  some  in¬ 
stances.  They  will  grow  in  any  kind 
of  soil,  but  a  rich,  sandy  loam  is 
the  best.  To  enrich  poor  ground  in 
the  fall  spade  in  well-rotted  manure 
or  decayed  vegetation.  Use  bone 
meal  at  planting  time,  working  it 
well  into  the  soil.  Spade  the  soil 
thoroughly  as  deep  as  possible  be¬ 
fore  the  tuber  is  planted. 

Watering.  Use  very  little  water 
until  flowering  buds  appear,  after 
which  plants  can  be  thoroughly 
watered  about  once  a  week.  Soak 
the  ground  until  moist  at  least  six 
inches  deep.  Rake  over  the  surface 
the  following  day.  This  conserves 
moisture  and  lets  in  air  and  sun¬ 
shine. 

To  Preserve  Cut  Flowers.  Flow¬ 
ers  should  be  cut  late  in  the  after¬ 
noon  or  early  in  the  morning. 
Place  tips  of  the  stems  in  water  for 
about  twenty  seconds  while  boiling 
on  the  stove  and  immediately 
plunge  the  tips  deep  into  cold  wa¬ 
ter.  If  blooms  droop  prematurely 
place  stems  deep  in  hot  water  and 
allow  them  to  remain  until  the 
water  cools.  This  will  usually  re¬ 
vive  them.  A  pinch  of  salt  in  the 
water  helps.

Mr.  Kunderd  says  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  some  growers  fail  in  the  forcing  of 
Gladioli  is  because  they  plant  the  bulbs  in  soil  that  is  high  in  nitrogen.  This  naturally  causes 
excessive  leaf  and  stem  growth  at  the  expense  of  flowers  and  bulbs.  To  offset  this  condi¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Kunderd  suggests  the  use  of  a  plant  food  containing  a  relatively  high  percentage 
of  potash.  This  should  be  applied  previous  to  planting  the  bulbs. 

He  further  stated,  “It  is,  however,  important  that  in  the  use  of  such,  a  comparatively 
quick  acting  potash  be  obtained.  While  I  do  not  like  to  recommend  any  particular  com¬ 
mercial  plant  food,  still  it  would  seem  to  me  that  Vigoro  (see  below)  contains  the  necessary 
amount  of  potash  in  the  right  form  to  qualify  along  this  line.
